Eskimos and 
Indians May Fight '

Lkkimos Promise Death to a Tribe of | 
Northern Chippaweyans. 

Kloody Falls, on the Copper Mine} 
River, will, if the Eskimos have their 
way, some day be the scene of a fierce 
battle between Eskimos and Chippa- 
weyan Indians of Lac du Brochette to 
avenge the massacre of thirty Eski- 
anos at Bloody Falls more than a 
quarter of a century ago. The Eski- 
mos of Northern Manitoba still har- 
bor a deep hatred of the Chippaweyan 
Indians and declare their treachery 
will be wiped out in the blood of hun- 
dreds of Chippaweyans. 

Certain’ death awaits the Indian 
who dares to venture into the Eski- 
1198 land at any time and this has 
been so since the redskins, numbering 
nbout fifty, swooped down upon the 
small camp of Eskimos asleep beside 
the falls and = slew them to the last 
nial, 

Various reasons haye been assign- 
ed for this wholesale murder. The 
Eskimos. say they never saw a Chip- 
paweyan before. The Redmen claim 
some fancied wrong, but what that 
wrong really is they fail to. make 
clear. Any excuse scems. good 
enough to explain away their guilt for 
it was after all the Eskimos’ fish, 
dogs, pelts, and gew-gaws that tempt- 
ed the redmen to slay. 


To Handle Sale of Liquor 


Government Control of Liquor in 


Alberta is Recommended. 

(he appointment of a commission 
of three members, all of known sym- 
pathy with prohibition, to handle the 
sale of liquor by the government to 
all persons such as doctors and drug- 
gists, who are entitled to obtain it 
for medicinal purposes, was recom- 
mended by the Alberta Social Service 
‘Tcague.

Declares French Soil 


German Shells and Poison Gas Has 
Improved the Soil. 

Devastated France now is a fertile 
agricultural. country, rich with red 
clover and alfalfa, according to the 
Literary Digest. “German shells,” 
says. a correspondent, “did the 
ploughing and .German poison gas 
fertilized the soil. ~ The great need 
of France today is Jabor-saving de- 
vices which can be wielded by the 
old men and boys who are the only 
farmers left. 

“In company with a friend, I visit- 
ed one of the worst bits of the Aisne 
war zone. - It) was ‘Red Monkey 
Plateau,’ which was taken and retaken 
eighteen times. Not a trace of col- 
lar wall remains to tell of its villages, 
and the soil was overturned to the 
depth of two to five feet. When we 
reached the top, we found. ourselves 
wading knee-deep through the richest 
red clover I have ever scen. The 
leaves were as big as silver dollars. 
Alfalfa covered the deepest holes. 

It appears that the ploughing done 
by the shells brought to the surface 
the deep soil which contained valu- 


‘able materials of which the soil, used 


for generations, had bcen. depleted. 
Riding through France, onc_can trace 
the lines of the trenches, now filled 
in and planted, by the richer, darker 
green of the wheat growing the 
deep-ploughed soil.”

Tar Sand Deposits 


Preliminary Work at the Fort Mc- 
Murray Claim is Commencing. ° 


The first development work on the 
tar sands near Fort McMurray, Al- 
berta, will be undertaken by the San 
Francisco and Fort McMurray Oil 
Refining Company, It is the inten- 
tion of the company to proceed with 
actual operations as soon as the sea- 
son opens next spring, During the 
winter, buildings will be erected and 
necessary blacksmithing work done in 
preparation for the development pro- 
gramme to follow, and a beginning 
will also be made on some of the tun- 
nel work in readiness for mining, 

Two men were left at the com- 
pany’s claim when a preliminary trip 
of inspection was made a few weeks 
ago, and a number of test holes have 
since been drilled by them at- various 
points on the property. This prelim- 
inary work will be followed up by ac- 
tive clearing and mining operations in 
the spring and it is likely that a spur 
line from the railway will also be 
built, The company’s plang have not 
yet reached the point of arranging for 
the work of extracting the bitumen 
values from the tar sands, but its pur- 
pose is to push ahead with the pre- 
liminary work as speedily as may be 
found possible,

Steady Stream of Noisel¢ss Death 
From This Gun, 

The story of how David slew Go- 
liatli with a sling and stone is recdl- 
ed by the latest type of rapid-fire gun, 
firing 2,000 balls a minute, which is 
operated on the gencral principal of a 
sling.

There is no noise, no smoke, 
flash—just a steady stream of 
noiseless death; and with a squad of 
four men it would be possible to wipe 
out an army corps. 

This newest device is the invention 
of Major Edward ‘t.. Moore, of the 
New Jersey U.S: National Guard, an 
attorney, He claims to have solved 
successfully the problem of the use of 
centrifugal force, instead of explo- 
sives—that is,” the rapid outward 
sweeping foree, when a body is re- 
volved rapidly, 

The gun’s shaft rotates at the rate 
of 10,000 revolutions a minute-—so 
rapidly, in fact, that it does not ap- 
pear to revolve at-all! The wheel is 
drivoéi\ by an electric, motor. The 
bullets are fed into the machine gun 
and are thrown outward toward the 
target with terrific force, as the wheel 
revolves. A target is nearly ripped 
to pieces a few seconds after—firing. 

The dead éffect of several thousand 
guns of this character in war can well 
be imagined. Restrictions placed 
upon the inventor by the government 
during the late war, not to reveal any 
details connected with his invention 
have just been lifted by the War De- 
partment, It is known as the new 
centrifugal gun. 


Making Markets 


Must Meet Standards Laid Down by 
the Importing Nations. 

“To a very large degree, produc- 
tion is controlled by profits and the 
ease of marketng the products, but 
somctimes, as in the livestock indus- 
try, markets have to be created, Can- 
ada was producing the fat hog and 
for years had an outlet for the sur- 
plus product, but marketing condi- 
tions changed and the industry im- 
mediately faced rather a difficult situ- 
aton, A new market was the solu- 
tion. The government was immedi- 
ately seized of the situation and had 
careful surveys and _ investigations 
made; educational campaigns were 
carried on, the type of hog raised in 
Eastern Canada was changed, and the 
bacon industry as we know it today 
came into being.

Alberta Exhibits at Chicago 
High Honors Secured by Alberta 
University Steers. 

Six out of the ninc Canadian. prov- 
inces sent exhibits to the-Internation- 
al Livestock and Hay and Grain shows 
at Chicago this year, and Canadian 
winnings were much in evidence from 
the opening of. the exhibiton. 

Exhibitors from the western prov- 
inces were particularly successful, 
standing well up in all the classes in 
which they are represented, includ- 
ing at least one grand championship, 
a few firsts and seconds, and several 
other high placings in spite of very 
keen competition. 

Alberta had an excellent exhibit of 
steers which were cntered by the 
Provincial University, and which 
were donated to the University by 
various breeders in Alberta a year 
ago. These animals stood up well in 
their various classes. In-the Clay 
Robertson Special Class the first 
prize was won by one of these calves, 
a Hereford, Beau Perfection, that 
came from Curtis’ Ranch at Lang- 
don. Two others were fourth and 
sixth respectively. 

In the college special of five steers, 
the Alberta University five stood sec- 
ond to those shown by the Iowa Ag- 
ricultural College, Ames. ‘The first 
place went to Alberta University in 
college special groups of three, ana 
the compettion was very strong in 
this class. Other high honors se- 
cured by the Alberta University 
steers were fifth in a class of twenty- 
four yearling pure-bred Aberdeen 
steers, eighth in a similar class of 
Shorthorns, and seventh in a class of 
forty-seven pure-bred fat 
steers, In the last named class there 
were five Alberta steers in the first 
twenty,

New Drainage Regulations 


Order Refers to Province of Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta, 

An order-in-council has been adopt- 
ed by the Government on the recom- 
mendation of the Minister of the im- 
terior, establishing new regulations 
coverin® the drainage of Dominion 
lands within the provinces of Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta. The regulations 
authorize the minister, subject to the 
provisions of the Irrigation Act to au- 
thorize the sale, lease or other dispos- 
al of Dominion lands comprised in 
any drainage project; the plans for 
which have been approved, 

The regulations provide that the 
area of land to be reclaimed in any 
such project shall not exceed t 
sections, while the estimated cost 
the work must not exceed $5,000. 

The approval of the competent au- 
thority of the Government of the 
province in which the lands are situ- 
ated must be obtained as well as the 
written consent of all land holders af- 
fected. Provision is also made for 
an inspection and survey of the land 
applied for under the direction of the 
Government of the province.
